BRYAN SPOKE IN GEORGIA. 


R e n n e s, France, July 5.—The inhabi­ 
tants generally continued almost indif­ 
ferent to the presence of 
Dreyfus. 
Barely half a dozen persons witnessed 
the visits of counsel and Madame Drey­ 
fus to the prison. 
The town, however, 
was full of detectives, who scrutinized 
ail strangers, aud a few gendarmes pa­ 
trolled before the residence of Madame 
Dreyfus. They approached and watched 
everyone stopping before the gate lead­ 
ing to the courtyard of the mansion. 
Matthew Dreyfus paid his first visit 
to his brother, the interview lasting 
about half an hour. The brothers threw 
themselves into each others arms. Mat­ 
thew said he found his brother aged 
and broken in health, but not the phys 
ical wreck lie feared. In spite of Ins 
sufferings, Drevfus’ eyes was seemingly 
as bright and hi> mind as clear and his 
intelligence as keen as when he was oc­ 
cupied with his duties on the general 
staff. He was troubled with insomnia 
during the voyage, but has now recov 
ered aud Monday night he had a re 
freshing sleep 
The prisoner was suf­ 
fering trom dysentery, but it was slight 
aud there was every reason to believe lie 
would rapidly recuperate. 
Matthew found his brother in good 
spirits aud buoyed up by the necessity 
of mustering all his strength for the 
coining ordeal and by the hope that at 
least he would have justice done him. 
He was extrem ely reserved as to his life 
on Devil’s island, which had left an in­ 
delible impression aud remains in his 
memory as a horrible nightmare. 
He dec lared his brain was almost reel­ 
ing in tile face of the mass of documents 
and explanations Maitres Demange aud 
Labori were bringing out regarding the 
extraordinary machinations of his ene­ 
mies aud tile persevering devotion of 
his friends. Dreyfus was astounded 
aud grateful for their self-sacrifice. This 
feeling was particularly strong as re­ 
gards Colonel Picquart,whom he hardly 
remembered, and the story of whose 
Dersecution had profoundly moved him. 
Captain Dreyfus was. unable to talk 
freely with ins brother, owing to the 
presence of the officer, who was under 
instructions to be present at all inter­ 
views between the prisoner and mem­ 
bers of his family. This arrangement 
was a terrible trial for Madame Dreyfus 
aud the rest. 
Only Maitres De Manage aud Labori 
were allowed to see Dreyfus privately.

Theodore Sternberg, 
paviriai-ter in 
the United States army, writing from 
Iloilo, P. I., under date of May 2 0 , to 
the W ashington Post, says 
Four thousand enlisted 
men have 
petitioned W ashington to be allowed to 
try their fortunes here. 
This, in my 
opinion, will prove a happy solution of 
the Philippine question. 
A brief his­ 
tory of what led to this im portant 
movement is as follows: 
One evening last October, while d in­ 
ing at the English hotel at Manila, I 
overheard some artillerym en of tile As­ 
tor battery express a wish to remain in 
these islands. 
It occurred to me that 
others m ight 
he quite of the same 
mind, and it was suggested that these 
men undertake to find out how many 
soldiers wished to try civil life in the 
Philippines. 
A 
prelim inary meeting 
was held at the quarters of the Astor 
battery, which brought the m atter to 
public notice, but the battery was or­ 
dered home 
before anything definite 
could he accomplished. 
Twelve men of 
th e. command made application to be 
discharged at Manila, but there was no 
time for their requests to he acted up­ 
on. Another meeting was held at which 
603 enlisted men expressed a desire to 
remain. 
Then came the symptoms of 
the outbreak, and the men were held 
in quarters and could not meet in pub­ 
lic 
meeting, 
and the campaign fol­ 
lowed. 
It may be the effects of our pioneer 
blood, 
but it is true that the real 
American loves to try new lands aud 
loves to plant the institutions which 
develop strong, self reliant men, capa­ 
ble of m aintaining a republican gov­ 
ernment and, I verily believe, capable 
of teaching the races inhabiting these 
islands. But, in my judgment, the les­ 
son must take the form of a plain ob­ 
ject lesson by doing here just what the 
American pioneers did at home— name­ 
ly, cultivate the soil, make a home, 
adorn it, establish public schools, build 
m eeting houses organize debating so­ 
cieties, and, in short, rear American 
children in the American way to be­ 
come American citizens. 
The natives w ill speedily come out of 
the slough cf ignorance, and com ing 
generations w ill be good American c iti­ 
zens. because I fully believe in our 
American 'plau of life as being adapted 
to all people in all climes. I have aided, 
so far as I can, this movement of our 
private soldiers who wish to try what 
the ordinary everyday American can 
do in the tropics. 
I have been a pioneer m yself and 
still feel the pulsations of pioneer life. 
Many of the private soldiers, giving 
their reason for believing that they can 
do manual labor in this clim ate, argne 
that they are doing more and harder 
physical labor as soldiers than they ever 
did 
w hile working on an American 
farm. If they can stand army life here, 
they are sure they coaid manage their 
own little farms. 
“ W e don’t have to 
work from l l a. rn. to 2 p. rn.,’’ said 
one. “ for we have 13 months to work 
in and not six, as in onr mother coun­ 
try. ” 
The American private soldier’s an­ 
swer to the oft repeated statement that 
white men cannot labor in the tropics 
as we do, I do not know that men of 
the stamp of oar 
American farmers 
have ever tried to, so that an Ameri­ 
can who does at least a part of hie labor 
himself has yet to be tried. The bed 
rock of our American institutions is 
that it is honorable to work with yonr 
own hands. I believe that the future of 
the orient is to be worked out thus. 
When the natives of these islands come 
to feel that labor is honorable in the 
way we Americans understand it, they 
w ill bless to the remotest time the 1st 
of May and the com ing of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
The volunteers here who wish to re­ 
main think they should be mustered 
out here on precisely the same terms as 
is the soldier who re-enlists. The wish 
of these soldiers has evidently been con­ 
sidered by the government and their 
desires measurably granted by general 
order 64, war department, adjutant 
general’s office, as published in circular 
22, Eighth Army corps, April 21, 1899. 
Volunteers whose service has been hon­ 
est and faithful and who wish to re­ 
main in the Philippines may be mus­ 
tered out here and will receive in cash 
the travel allowance from San Fran­ 
cisco to place of enlistment and at any 
time within a year will be furnished 
free transportation from here to San 
Francisco. 
This gives a year for the 
soldier to try how he likes it and is of 
great value. 
But the soldier who re­ 
enlists gets travel allowance in cash 
from this point to his place of enlist­ 
ment Travel pay to enlisted men is 
one day’s pay and 80 cents for subsist­ 
ence for every 20 miles from point of 
discharge to place of enlistment. 
This 
will average $600 to the van and is 


quite an inducement to' reen list, 
c n- 
fortunately it is nut certain when the 
country will be quiet enough for men 
to 
into tile country and Mettle down 
It may be m«*r* than a year before that 
tan* - | lace. 
S i the soldier who wishes 
t , Mtay may be compelled to re-eiiliet, 
r it he is confronted with this obMtaole— 
he m m t re-enlist t<>r three year*. Before 
the three years elapse the regim ent is 
likely to he ordered to the States, and 
he must go with it 
The only remedy 
in to change the order, perm itting the 
soldier to he discharged in the event of 
the regim ent being ordered home be­ 
fore hr* term of enlistm ent expires. My 
own idea i* that the privilege to he 
miiMtered 
o rt here, the m e year in 
which to return to the States, is under 
present conditions of little value and 
will nut aid any of onr soldiers except 
those who go into m ercantile pursuits. 
The home builder is left cut. 
Tjie re­ 
quirem ent to re enlist for three Veals 
is only to m aintain the arm y and has 
nothing in it particularly beneficial to 
the m iner or agriculturist who wishes 
to stay in the Philippines. 
I believe that each m an who is in 
earnest to help develop these islands is 
of more value in dollars and cents to 
onr country than is a soldier. 
That it 
is better business to aid the pioneer 
and put him on his feet financially than 
to add another soldier to the army. 
In 
short, that* full travel pay, paid to de­ 
serving men who settle here is better 
fur the States than when given as a 
premium for re-enlistment. 
I find a t t ­ 
er speaking to men who wish to re­ 
main here that the order referred to is 
regarded by them as not being an en ­ 
couragem ent to perm anent settlement, 
hut a* an attem pt to use the wir-li for 
the mere purpose of holding them in 
the army. 
I think they are not quite 
correct in that view, but it is the way 
the soldiers take it.

mind, and it was suggested that these 
men undertake to find out how many 
soldiers wished to try civil life in the 
Philippines. 
A 
preliminary 
meeting 
was held at the quarters <>f the Astor 
battery, which brought the matter to 
public notice, but the battery was or­ 
dered home 
before anything definite 
could be accomplished. 
Twelve men of 
the . command made application to be 
discharged at Manila, hut there was no 
time for their requests to be acted up­ 
on. Another meeting was held at which 
603 enlisted men expressed a desire to 
remain. 
Then came the symptoms of 
tile outbreak, and the men were held 
in quarters and could not meet in pub­ 
lic meeting, and the campaign fol­ 
lowed. 
It may be the effects of our pioneer 
blood, 
bnt it is true that the real 
American loves to try new lands aud 
loves to plant the institutions which 
develop strong, self reliant men, capa­ 
ble of maintaining a republican gov­ 
ernment and, I verily believe, capable 
cf teaching the races inhabiting these 
islands. Bnt, in my judgment, the les­ 
son must take the form of a plain ob­ 
ject lesson by doing here just what the 
American pioneers did at home—name­ 
ly, cultivate the soil, make a home, 
adorn it, establish public schools, build 
meeting houses organize debating so­ 
cieties, and, in short, rear American 
children in the American way to be­ 
come American citizens. 
The natives will speedily come out of 
the slough cf ignorance, and coming 
generations will he good American citi­ 
zens, because I fully believe in our 
American plan of life as being adapted 
to all people in all climes. I have aided, 
so far as I can, this movement of our 
private soldiers who wish to try what 
the ordinary everyday American can 
do in the tropics. 
I have been a pioneer myself and 
still feel the pulsations of pioneer life. 
Many of the private soldiers, giving 
their reason for believing that they can 
do manual labor in this climate, argue 
that they are doing more and harder 
physical labor as soldiers than they ever 
did while working on an American 
farm. If they can stand army life here, 
they are sure they could manage their 
own little farms. 
“ We don’t have to 
work from ll a. rn. to 2 p. rn.,” said 
one. “ for we have 13 months to work 
in and not six. as in our mother coun­ 
try. ”

swer to the oft repeated statement that 
white men cannot labor in the tropics

Harvard men who have been favored 
with a view of the Harvard crew’s rac­ 
ing machine are enthusiastic over it 
They proclaim the new shell to be the 
fastest ever built and say it will give 
an advantage to the crew of fully half 
a minute in four miles. 
William Blaikie, stroke of the Har­ 
vard crew of ’66, has been the prime 
mover in the construciton of the new 
craft, on which expert mechanics have 
been at work night and day since Jane 
2 in the Harlem river shop of M. F 
Davis, in New York. The old Harvard 
stroke has had the shell patterned as 
far as possible after the boat used by 
his winning crew in 1866, which was 
considered an important factor in gain 
ing the victory over Yale. The plans 
drawn by R. C. Watson, Harvard’s 
coach in 1896, have also been need. 
In the latter part of May Mr. Blaikie 
took the plans of the Watson shell to 
Clinton H 
Crane, a young Harvard 
man and a naval architect of New 
York, who expressed his readiness to do 
anything to help his college win 
Fol­ 
lowing the Elliott lines, but narrowing 
them, as Blaikie had done with his boat 
in 1866. he made a model for a shell to 
be 31 inches wide and 69 feet long, and 
he said that it could be demonstrated 
that such a boat would be 12 seconds 
faster in four miles than the shell used 
by Yale today, which is 23 inches wide 
by 63 feet long, the weight being equal 
There would also be still greater gain 
in speed, according as the weight of the 
new boat could be reduced, and as it is 
at least 50 pounds lighter than the Yale 
shell this means fully 20 seconds addi­ 
tional advantage in the four miles, says 
the New York Sun. 
On account of the night and day 
work the shell will cost $925 instead of 
$700 The money was raised in an hour 
and a half by Blaikie. John Greenough, 
the milionaire banker, at once drew a 
check to bind the contract for the boat, 
and the rest of the money was prompt­ 
ly subscribed by President Edward 
King of the Union Trust company, H 
McKim Tworably, Robert Bacon of J. 
Pierpont 
Morgan & Co., President 
French of the Manhattan Trust com­ 
pany, C. C. Beaman of Evarts, Choate 
& Beaman. Charles Clark, R. D. Win­ 
throp and others. 
The new boat is 09 feet long over all 
and 21 inches wide, while the shells 
heretofore used by both Harvard and 
Yale are 63 feet long and 23 inches in 
width 
Instead of the usual sheathing 
of Spanish cedar, three-sixteenths of an 
inch in thickness, the boat’s sheathing 
is only one-sixteenth of an inch. 
Not 
only has the wood been chemically 
treated so as to be impervious to water, 
but it is also lined with a waterproof 
membrane, a novelty in racing shells. 
There is scarcely a screw or a nail used 
in the construction of the boat. Instead 
of the old fashioned cockpit of cedar, 
five-eighths of an inch thick and 4 
inches high, this boat bas one made of 
the thinnest alnmininm. And this, in­ 
stead of being vertical, is tamed out­ 
ward and downward, and is farther 
protected by a light wooden strip, mak­ 
ing it still harder for water to enter. 
The outriggers are Davis’ latest de­ 
vice in that direction. The old sort not 
only bent downward when the stroke 
was applied with great force, bat the 
thole pin. which caught the brunt of 
the stroke, always yielded somewhat 
This outrigger and its thole pin are ab­ 
solutely rigid, being made of hollow 
metal, at once light and strong 
The 
cockswain is packed away ae near the 
bottom of the boat as possible, a plan 
never before tried. 
There are two skegs instead of one, 
both made of the finest steel; the or­ 
dinary one under the cockswain’s seat 
and another one under the seat of the 
bow oar. The advantage is manifest 
They not only act as centerboards by 
making the boat stiff and steady, but 
also, when the wind is on the quarter, 
they prevent her from paying off and 
keep her true on the coarse. The sliding 
seats are not only fitted exactly to the 
oarsmen, but they are mounted on rails 
of vulcanized rubber, which are neither 
horizontal, nor do they slope upward 
at one end only 
They rise about half 
an inch at each end, so aiding the seat 
over the dead point when traveling ei­ 
ther way, yet checking a tendency to 
retard the boat’s action as the men 
shoot their oars out aft to take the 
stroke 
The trestlework, cross braces 
and the light, low keelson combine to 
give her great strength and lightness, 
being of the finest material 
Perhaps 
the most remarkable feature in the new 
boat’s designs in the eyes of experts is 
the unusual distance aft to which her 
fullness has been carried. Builder Davis 
bas turned out 
a racing machine 
which, from the fineness of ber lines 
and from her marvelous lightness, bids 
fair to be the fastest eight oared shell 
ever built.

be 21 inches wide and 69 feet long, and 
be said that it coaid be demonstrated 
that such a boat would be 12 seconds 
faster in four miles than the shell used 
by Yale today, which is 23 inches wide 
by 63 feet long, the weight being equal 
There would also be still greater gain 
in speed, according as the weight of the 
new boat could be reduced, and as it is 
at least 50ponnds lighter than the Yale 
shell this means fully 20 seconds addi­ 
tional advantage in the four miles, says 
the New York Sun. 
On account of the night and day 
work the shell will cost $925 instead of 
$700 The money was raised in an hour 
anda half by Blaikie. John Greenough, 
the m ilionaire banker, at once drew a 
check to bind the contract fcr the boat, 
and the rest of the money was prom pt­ 
ly subscribed

King of the Union T rust company, H 
McKim Twombly, Robert Bacon of J.

The new boat is 09 feet long over all 
and 21 inches wide, while the shells 
heretofore used by both H arvard and 
Yale are 63 feet long and 23 inches in 
width 
Instead of the usual sheathing 
of Spanish cedar, three-sixteenths of an 
inch in thickness, the boat’s sheathing 
is only one-sixteenth of an inch. 
Not 
only has the wood been chemically 
treated so as to be impervions to water, 
bat it is also lined with a waterproof 
membrane, a novelty in racing shells. 
There ie scarcely a screw or a nail used 
in the construction of the boat. Instead 
of the old fashioned cockpit of cedar, 
five-eighths of an inch thick and 4 
inches high, this boat bas one made of 
the thinnest alum inium . 
And this, in­ 
stead of being vertical, is tam ed o u t­ 
ward and downward, and is farth er 
protected by a light wooden strip, m ak­ 
ing it still harder for w ater to enter. 
The outriggers are Davis’ latest de­ 
vice in that direction. The old sort not 
only bent downward when the stroke 
was applied with great force, bat the 
thole pin, which caught the brunt of 
the stroke, always yielded somewhat 
This outrigger and its thole pin are ab­ 
solutely rigid, being made of hollow 
metal, at once light and strong 
The 
cockswain is packed away as near the 
bottom of the boat as possible, a plan 
never before tried. 
There are two skegs instead of one, 
both made of the finest steel; the or­ 
dinary one under the cockswain’s seat 
and another one under the seat of the 
bow oar. 
The advantage is m anifest 
They not only act as centerboards by 
making the boat stiff and steady, but 
also, when the wind is on the quarter.

Some Queer Ones Made by the 
Filipinos' Bullets.

Some remarkable wonmlH made by 
the enem y’a bnlleta on American sol­ 
diers in the Filipino war are detailed 
in a letter received at St Paul, says the 
N ew York Times, from Surgeon Beck 
of the Thirteenth Minnesota. 
He says 
“ Volumes might be written of the 
thousand and one incidents and oddities 
of warfare tha t never fell to the lot of 
the historian. 
Providence, good, luck 
or some other occult power has stood 
by the American soldier in this war. 
A t this w riting we have had 300 killed 
and 1,100 wounded since Feb. 4, the 
beg inning of the war with the F ili­ 
pinos. 
“ W ounds of the 
head excite the 
most wonder. 
At the ba ttle of Mari- 
quina, March 25, Priva te Avery Grimes 
of ray company fell close to ray left. A 
Mauser entered behind the rig ht ear, 
passed diagonally forward throegh the 
posterior wall of the throat, w ith its 
exit near the left corner of the mouth, 
ta king along three teeth. He is making 
a slow, but certain recovery. 
A Col­ 
orado man on our rig ht that day had a 
Mauser bullet traverse the 
identica l 
course, except that the points of en­ 
trance and exit were reversed. 
He re­ 
turned to his company in two weeks. 
Another soldier was struck behind the 
ear high up, the ball passing downward 
and forward and out of the middle por­ 
tion of the lower jaw. He lost a couple 
of teeth, but is m a king a nice recovery 
“ A Montana boy was struck an inch 
back of the outer a ng le of the left eye, 
the bullet passing through his skull and 
m a king its exit in the same loca lity on 
the other side. He has lost the sig ht of 
one eye, and I fear the other w yi soon 
follow, although he w ill recover his 
usual health. A Nebraska man was shot 
directly over the left eye, the ball pass­ 
ing down and out underneath the edge 
of the jaw, re-entering the shoulder 
and out near the elbow, again entering 
the wrist and g oing out of the back of 
his hand. 
He is out of commission for 
a couple of mouths, but will have one 
good eye left. 
These are but a few of 
the cases that come under my personal 
observation and can well be considered 
marvelous cases. 
“ The number of escapes also borders 
on the domain of the miraculous. Com­ 
rade M clnnes of my company, who fell 
at Mariquina, in addition to his belt 
of cartridges, carried a small pasteboard 
box of 20 cartridges in the bosom fold 
-of his blue shirt. W hile withdra wing a 
cartridge from his belt a Remington 
brass bullet passed through the back of 
his rig ht hand, through the first of the 
tw o layers of cartridges in his bosom 
and doubled op a cartridge in the sec­ 
ond layer so firmly as to still retain the 
brass m issile in the fold. 
As the car­ 
tridg e Ik)X was directly over his stomach 
his close call can be appreciated. 
“ Priva te Glazier of my regim ent at 
the same fight was also struck by a 
Mauser in his cartridge belt. 
The bul­ 
let bored a clean little hole through a 
Springfield cartridge, passed through 
his groin and struck another shell in 
his 
belt on 
the other side, passing 
through and exploding it. 
It also went 
through his knapsack, four pieces of 
hard tack and bis tin plate. 
He was 
confined to bed two days. 
“ Priva te Martinson of our regim ent 
a t the same fight was struck with a 
Remington brass bullet in the left foot. 
W hile w a iting for medical aid a Manser 
bullet bit the other foot in almost the 
same iiientical spot. 
Colonel Hawkins 
of the Penusylvanias, in the advance of 
Caloocan, received a bullet in the ha n­ 
dle of his revolver, passing through it. 
It exploded a cartridge in his belt and 
glanced off. A Kanaka, who joined the 
Californias at Honolulu, peeped over 
the trenches at San Pedro Macati, with 
his bead inclined slig htly backward. A 
Mauser caught him just over the left 
eye, plowed over his skull under the 
st'alp for six inches and out again. 
He 
did not quit bis post, but he had only 
one eye to peep with for tw« > weeks. 
“ A W ashingtcn boy, March 2, had 
his scalp furrowed rig ht where he part 
ed his hair The hospital corps bandaged 
his head, and he returned to the trench. 
The bandage worked down over his 
eyes in the course of time, and he sat up 
to adjust it. It w'as a fatal moment. A 
Mauser went through his body from 
rig ht to left, passing through his heart, 
and he fell over dead.

An investig a tion based on the arrival 
in Tacoma recently of three carloads of 
cig a rettes for transshipment to Sha ng ­ 
hai and Tokyo on oneof the North Amer­ 
ican Steamship com pa ny’sliners brings 
to lig ht the enormous traflBc in this line 
of luxuries tha t is being carried on be­ 
tween the United Sta tes and na tions of 
the orient. 
When the actual figures in 
carloads of the nhipmenta from the Pa ­ 
cific ciiast this year are reduced to 
{Miunds and tlu n to the number of cig ­ 
arettes in the total, figures are reached 
that are amazing and almost inca lcula ­ 
ble, says the Sea ttle Post-Intelligencer. 
These three carloads weighed a total 
of 9'^.127 iiounds, deducting the weig ht 
of ca-es, ¡iHckages, etc., a m ounting to 
2,4o3.17 o packages, such as are sold in 
Sea ttle for 5 and 10 cents each. As each 
of these contains ten cigarette.s. this 
one shipment includes a total of 24,531,- 
7.’iO cigarette.s. 
But this sing le ship- 
m* nt of three cars is in rea lity a small 
portion of the traffic in this commodity. 
As nearly complete as the figures could 
be got the other day, it appears that 
since the beginning of the year no less 
than 198 carloads have been received 
on the coast, which have been tra ns­ 
ferred t« ) steamsiiips and taken to the 
orient, principally to China and J apan, 
although the people of the Philippine 
Islands consume a con.siderable qua n­ 
tity. 
The average weig ht of the con­ 
tents in cig a rettes of these 198 cars was 
32,48 0 pounds, excluding the w eig ht of 
the cases and packages, making a total 
of 5.531,040 pounds of cigarettes. 
On 
the basis of 250 cig a rettes to the pound, 
which is as nearly the correct average 
w'eight as can be estim ated, this gives 
a total of 1. 38 2.7 60,000 cig a rettes, and. 
strange as it may seem, these figures 
are somewhat below the average, as the 
stocks that were rushed into J apan just 
before the higher tariff law went into 
effect, J an. 1, have not been consumed. 
It is considered tha t the average con- 
sumpti« jn in oriental countries of Amer­ 
ican cig a rettes amounts to approxim ate­ 
ly 600 carloads. 19,48 8 .000 pounds, or 
4,8 7 2.000.000 in number. 
Mr. Stevens, a prominent exporter of 
Portland, who was in Tacoma recently, 
was doing a little figuring on oriental 
business when he came across some of 
the foregoing com putaticns, and then 
he went on to say: “ The prospects of 
this Pacific coast country to realize an 
enormous commerce out of the orient 
are simply incomprehensible. 
W e are 
g iven to thinking big and ta lking big 
of the transpacific outlook, but little 
we do really know of the extent this 
commerce is hound to assume. We half 
the tim e forget that in direct line with 
the coast live half the people of the 
world, and that they must do their 
trading through the western sta tes of 
the Union. 
“ There is a great a wakening among 
those sem icivilized folk, and it is in ­ 
creasing so rapidly that I am not exa g ­ 
g erating the prospects when I prophesy 
that w ithin ten years the exports of the 
Pacific coast w ill be more than equal 
to those of the entire Atla ntic. 
Those 
com ing customers of ours are a slew 
people to realize the blessings of civil­ 
iza tion, but when they do know what 
they can get here their numbers are so 
great that the extent of their patronage 
w ill be so prodigi« )U3 as to almost pass 
the a bility of sta tisticia ns to compute. ”

Some remarkable wound* made by 
the enemy's ballets on American sol­ 
diers in the Filipino war are detailed 
in a letter received at Bt Paul, says the 
New York Times, from Surgeon Beck 
of the Thirteenth Minnesota. 
He B ay s 
“ Volumes might be written of the 
thousand and one incidents and oddities 
of warfare that never fell to the lot of 
the historian. 
Providence, good, luck 
or some other occult power has stood 
by the American soldier in this war. 
At this writing we have had .SOO killed 
and 1,100 wounded since Feb. 4, the 
beginning of the war with the F ili­ 
pinos. 
“ Wounds of the head excite the 
most wonder. 
At the battle of Mari- 
quina, March 25, Private Avery Grimes 
of ray company fell close to ray left. A 
Mauser entered behind the right ear, 
passed diagonally forward throe gh the 
posterior wall of the throat, with its 
exit near the left corner of the month, 
taking along three teeth. He is making 
a slow, but certain recovery. 
A Col­ 
orado man on oar right that day had a 
Mauser ballet traverse the identical 
course, except that the points of en­ 
trance and exit were reversed. 
He re­ 
turned to his company in two weeks. 
Another soldier was struck behind the 
ear high up, the ball passing downward 
and forward and out of the middle por­ 
tion of the lower jaw. He lost a couple 
of teeth, but is making a nice recovery. 
“ A Montana boy was struck an inch 
back of the outer angle of the left eye, 
the bullet passing through his skull and 
making its exit in the same locality on 
the other side. He bas lost the sight of 
one eye, and I fear the other wvll soon 
follow, althongh he will recover his 
usual health. A Nebraska man was shot 
directly over the left eye, the ball pass­ 
ing down and out underneath the edge 
of the jaw, re-entering the shoulder 
and out near the elbow, again entering 
the wrist and going out of the back of 
his hand. 
He is out of commission for 
a couple of months, but will have one 
good eye left. 
These are but a few of 
the cases that come under my personal 
observation and can well be considered 
marvelous cases. 
“ The number of escapes also borders 
on the domain of the miraculous. Com­ 
rade Mclnnes of my company, who fell 
at Mariquina, in addition to his belt 
of cartridges, carried a small pasteboard 
box of 20 cartridges in the bosom fold 
-of his bine shirt. While withdrawing a 
cartridge from his belt a Remington 
brass bullet passed through the back of 
his right band, through the first of the 
two layers of cartridges in his bosom 
and doubled up a cartridge in the sec­ 
ond layer so firmly as to still retain the 
brass missile in the fold. 
As the car­ 
tridge box was directly over his stomach 
his close call can be appreciated. 
“ Private Glazier of my regiment at 
the same fight was also struck by a 
Manser in his cartridge belt. 
The bul­ 
let bored a clean little hole through a 
Springfield cartridge, passed through 
bis groin and struck another shell in 
his belt on the other side, passing 
through and exploding it. It also went 
through his knapsack, four pieces of 
hard tack and his tin plate. 
He was 
confined to bed two days. 
“ Private Martinson of our regiment 
at the same fight was struck with a 
Remington brass bullet in the left foot. 
While waiting for medical aid a Manser 
bullet hit the other foot in almost the 
same identical spot. 
Colonel Hawkins 
of the Pennsylvanian, in the advance of 
Caloocan, received a bullet in the h an ­ 
dle of bis revolver, passing through it. 
It exploded a cartridge in his belt aud 
glanced off. A Kanaka, who joined the 
Californias at Honolulu, peeped over 
the trenches at San Pedro Macati, with 
his head inclined slightly backward. A 
Mauser caught him just over the left 
eye, plowed over his skull under the 
scalp for six inches and out again. 
He 
did not quit his post, hut he had only 
one eye to peep with for two weeks. 
“ A Washington boy, March 2, had 
his scalp furrowed right where he part 
ed his hair The hospital corps bandaged 
bis head, aud he returned to the trench. 
The bandage worked down over his 
eyes in the course of time, and he sat up 
to adjust it. It was a fatal moment. A 
Mauser went through his body from 
right to left, passing through his heart, 
and he fell over dead. 
“ Private 
Porter of my company 
wrote a letter home the day previous to 
the fight at Mariquina. 
‘Dear dad. 
he wrote, ‘you can bet if the niggers 
get me tomorrow they won’t hit me in 
the rear caboose of my anatomy.' 
He 
meant, of course, that he would always 
have his face to the enemy. 
Ten m in­ 
utes after the fight began Porter turned 
back to pick up his bayonet, which had 
fallen from its scabbard. 
A Mauser 
caught him in the right buttock, pass-

CIGARETTES BY BILLIONS.

An investigation based on the arrival 
in Tacoma recently of three carloads of 
cigarettes for transshipment to Shang­ 
hai and Tokyo on oneof the North Amer­ 
ican Steamship company 'n liners brings 
to light the enormous traffic in this line 
of luxuries that is being carried on be­ 
tween the United States and nations of 
the orient. 
When the actual figures in 
carloads of the shipments from the P a­ 
cific coast this year are reduced to 
pounds and then to the number of cig 
arottes iu the total, figures are reached 
that are amazing ami almost incalcula­ 
ble, says the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 
These three carloads weighed a total 
of UH, 127 pounds, deducting the weight 
of cases, packages, etc., amounting to 
2,452.175 packages, such as are sold in 
Seattle for 5 and IO cents each. As each 
of these contains ten cigarettes, this 
one shipment includes a total of 24,531, 
750 cigarettes. 
But this single ship 
un lit of throe cars is in reality a small 
portion of the traffic in this commodity. 
As nearly complete as the figures could 
he got the other day, it appears that 
since the beginning of the year no less 
than 198 carloads have been received 
on the coast, which have been trans­ 
ferred to steamships and taken to the 
orient, principally to China and Japan, 
although the people of the Philippine 
Islands consume a considerable quan­ 
tity. 
The average weight of the con­ 
tents in cigarettes of these 198 cars was 
32,480 pounds, excluding the weight of 
the cases and packages, .ranking a total 
of 5,531,040 pounds of cigarettes. 
On 
the basis of 250 cigarettes to the pound, 
which is as nearly the correct average 
weight as can he estimated, this gives 
a total of 1,382,760,000 cigarettes, and, 
strange as it may seem, these figures 
are somewhat below the average, as the 
stocks that were rushed into Japan just 
before the higher tariff law went into 
effect, Jan. I, have not been consarned. 
It is considered that the average con­ 
sumption in oriental countries of Amer­ 
ican cigarettes amounts to approximate­ 
ly 600 carloads. 19,488,000 pounds, or 
4,872,000,000 in number. 
Mr. Stevens, a prominent exporter of 
Portland, who was in Tacoma recently, 
was doing a little figuring on oriental 
business when he came across some of 
tho foregoing computations, and then 
he went on to say: “ The prospects of 
this Pacific coast country to realize an 
enormous commerce out of the orient 
are simply incomprehensible. 
We are 
given to thinking big and talking big 
of the transpacific outlook, but little 
we do really know of the extent this 
commerce is bound to assume. We half 
the time forget that in direct line with 
the coast live half the people of the 
world, and that they must do their 
trading through the western states of 
the Union. 
“ There is a great awakening among 
those semicivilized folk, and it is in­ 
creasing so rapidly that I am not exag­ 
gerating the prospects when I prophesy 
that within ten years the exports of the 
Pacific coast will be more than equal 
to those of the entire Atlantic. 
Those 
coming customers of ours are a slow 
people to realize the blessings of civil­ 
ization. but when they do know what 
they can get here their numbers are so 
great that the extent of their patronage 
will be so prodigious as to almost pass 
the ability of statisticians to compute. ”

A series of tests of a n ew ‘‘fireproof 
an d arm or sh eath in g ” composition were 
given on groun d s ad join in g the home 
of the in ven tor, W. Leon ard Foote, in 
Brooklyn the other aftern oon .

men who are in terested in the in ven ­ 
tion were ¡» resen t. 
Accord in g to a re- i 
¡lort given out, it was shown th a t a 
thickn ess of 2 ^ in ches of sheathin g 
would stop bullets from an y m ake of 
rifle ¡loin t blan k at muzzle velocity. At 
a d istan ce of 50 feet a .45 Sprin gfield 
bullet, as well as three Krag-Jorgen sen 
steel jacketed bullets, were flatten ed 
again st its surface. 
A block of spruce 3 by 9 by 11, 
w eighin g five poun d s; a block of oak 
2 p2 by H by 11, w eighin g six poun d s, 
an d a block of the n ew m aterial 2}4 by 
8 by 11, w eighin g six poun d s, had each 
been immersed in w ater 36 hours. The 
spruce block showed a d isplacemen t of 
50 per cen t an d the oak an d Foote m a ­ 
terial 75 per cen t each. 
These three 
blocks, accord in g to the report, were 
placed sid e by sid e in a brick furn ace 
of three section s, the n ew m aterial be­ 
in g in the cen ter, where it won ld get 
the most beat. 
The furn ace, accord in g 
to the New York Sun , was then filled 
w ith wood chips saturated w ith tur ­ 
pen tin e an d oil. 
The tim e was taken 
an d a light was applied to the fuel a t 4 
p. m. An atten d an t was kept busy fill­ 
in g the furn ace w ith fresh fuel for a 
period of three hours, when it was d is­ 
covered that the block of spruce bad 
been 
en tirely con sumed . 
Forty-five 
m in utes later n ot a vestige of the oak 
remain ed , while a t the en d of five 
hours, w ith the cen ter section of the 
furn ace still blazin g fiercely, the n ew 
material, it is d eclared , was absolutely 
in tact an d bad lost but a few oun ces in 
w eight by evajioration . 
Its origin al 
shape had n ot been d istorted . 
In ad d ition tu all this, the in ven tor 
asserts that the sheathin g is self closin g 
after pen etration , an d th at it is soft to 
the touch an d capable of takin g a han d ­ 
some fin ish. 
The approx im ate cost of 
the m aterial at retail, he says, is about 
d ouble the price of steel.

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the Brooklyn 
physician who accompanied the expedi­ 
tion to a n ta r ctic regions organized by 
the B elgian government two years ago, 
Hut home recently on the steamer Bnffon 
frc rn Rio Janeiro. He was chief surgeon 
and anthropologist of the expedition 
which spent two years in the region of 
the south pole.

RESISTS BULLETS AND FIRE. 


C lainin Made Fop a New Sheathing 
After a Private Test. 
A series of tests of a new “ fireproof 
and armor sheathing” composition were 
given on grounds adjoining the home 
of the inventor, W. Leonard Foote, in 
Brooklyn the other afternoon. 
Several 
men who are interested in the inven­ 
tion were present. 
According to a re­ 
port given out, it was shown that a 
thickness of 2l4 inches of sheathing 
would stop bullets from any make of 
rifle point blank at muzzle velocity. At 
a distance of 50 feet a .45 Springfield 
bullet, as well as three Krag-Jorgensen 
steel jacketed bullets, were flattened 
against its surface. 
A block of spruce 8 by 9 by ll, 
weighing five pounds; a block of oak 
2 % by 8 by ll, weighing six pounds, 
and a block of the new material 2 H by 
8 by l l , weighing six pounds, had each 
been immersed in water 36 hours. The 
spruce block showed a displacement of 
50 per cent and the oak and Foote ma­ 
terial 75 per cent each. 
These three 
blocks, according to the report, were 
placed side by side in a brick furnace 
of three sections, the new material be­ 
ing in the center, where it would get 
the most heat. The furnace, according 
to the New York Sun, was then filled 
with wood chips saturated with tur­ 
pentine and oil. 
The time was taken 
aud a light was applied to the fuel at 4 
p. rn. An attendant was kept busy fill­ 
ing the furnace with fresh fuel for a 
period of three hours, when it was dis­ 
covered that the block of spruce had 
been 
entirely consumed. 
Forty-five 
minutes later not a vestige of the oak 
remained, while at the end of five 
hours, with the center section of the 
furnace still blazing fiercely, the new 
material, it is declared, was absolutely 
intact and bad lost but a few ounces in 
weight by evaporation.

In addition to all this, the inventor 
asserts that the sheathing is self closing 
after penetration, and that it is soft to 
the touch and capable of taking a hand­ 
some finish.

ce that we were in was six miles in 
laiueter, and we remained in that one 
0€ for almost a year.

We were able 
to count 205 icebergs around us, and 
they held the same position during the 
entire time, showing that their drift 
was the same as that of the Awe. 
We 
left the ice on March 14 last iii 103 de­ 
grees west longitude, 70 degrees south 
latitude. 
‘‘(lur most important discoveries in 
the region of th** ice were the Westerly 
current, which carried us along in the 
ice, and a submarine plateau, or bank, 
extending from Graham Land as far 
west as we went. 
Among the most 
cherished and valuable of the records 
of our trip is a series of meteorological 
observations. An observation was taken 
each hour iii the day for an entire year, 
and the series is the only one in exist­ 
ence of records taken in the south pole 
region in the winter. 
In fact, our ves­ 
sel is the first one that ever spent the 
winter iii that region. ” 
The Belgica, after leaving the ice 
pack, proceeded to Punta Arenas, Pata­ 
gonia 
Dr. Cook spent a long time 
among the South American Indians be­ 
fore starting for home. The expedition 
was commanded by Captain Adrian de 
Gerlacbe, aud it left Antwerp in Au­ 
gust, 1897. 
Captain de Gerlache ex­ 
pected to get to Melbourne in March, 
1898, to replenish his stores, and the 
fact that the Belgica didn’t report there 
gave rise to a fear that she had been 
lost. 
When Dr. Cook left Brooklyn in 
1897, he was engaged to be married to 
a young woman there. She died shortly 
after the expedition left. Dr. Cook did 
not get the news of her death until a 
year later. A letter which had been for­ 
warded from a dozen different places 
finally fell into the hands of an Ameri­ 
can missionary at Tierra del Fuego. He 
held it, and fortunately met Dr. Cook 
while he was there aud banded it to 
him. 


R ESIST S B U L L E T S AND FIRE. 


Claim* Made F o r a New Sheathin g 
After a P r iv a t e Teat. 
A series of tests of a new ‘‘fireproof 
and armor sheathing” composition were 
given on grounds adjoining the home 
of the inventor, W. Leonard Foote, in 
Brooklyn the other afternoon. 
Several 
men who are interested in the inven­ 
tion were present. 
According to a re­ 
port given out, it was shown that a 
thickness of 2% inches of sheathing 
would stop bullets from any make of 
rifle point blank at muzzle velocity. At 
a distance of 50 feet a .45 Springfield 
bullet, as well as three Krag-Jorgensen 
steel jacketed bullets, were flattened 
against its surface. 
A block of spruce 3 by 9 by ll, 
weighing five pounds; a block of oak 
2% by 8 by ll, weighing six pounds, 
and a block of the new material 2)4 by 
8 by ll, weighing six pounds, had each 
been immersed in water 36 hours. The 
spruce block showed a displacement of 
50 per cent and the oak and Foote ma­ 
terial 75 per cent each. 
These three 
blocks, according to the report, were 
placed side by side in a brick furnace 
of three sections, the new material be­ 
ing in the center, where it would get 
the most heat. The furnace, according 
to the New York Sun, was then filled 
with wood chips saturated with tur­ 
pentine and oil. 
The time was taken 
and a light was applied to the fuel at 4 
p. rn. An attendant was kept busy fill­ 
ing the furnace with fresh fuel for a 
period of three hours, when it was dis­ 
covered that the block of spruce bad 
been 
entirely consumed. 
Forty-five 
minutes later not a vestige of the oak 
remained, while at the end of five 
hours, with the center section of the 
furnace still blazing fiercely, the new 
material, it is declared, was absolutely 
intact and had lost but a few ounces in 
weight by evaporation. 
Its original 
shape had not been distorted. 
In addition to all this, the inventor 
asserts that the sheathing is self closing 
after penetration, and that it is soft to 
the touch and capable of taking a hand­ 
some finish. 
The approximate cost of 
the material at retail, he says, is about 
double the price of steel.

They know that the equa­ 
torial line is a trocha of water that’s a 
heap too hi t for their constitutions and 
that they can’t stand monkeying around 
in the water on that line too long, and 
so they just hop over it, licketty cut, sc 
fast that you can’t see their fins for 
dust. 
“ I remember once, when I was on 
the old Ticonderoga, a thing happened 
that gave us a line on the speed of 
sharks when they take it into their 
heads to get speedy 
We got into the 
port of Montevideo one morning at IO 
o’clock. It was on a Monday, April 12. 
Montevideo harbor is full cf sharks, and 
the men forward got to fishing over the 
side for them in order to get their spines 
to make walking sticks of them. 
One 
huge man eater was landed after great 
difficulty with the combined strength of

Immigration to the United States is 
increasing rapidly. 
In the month of 
June last year only 17,000 aliens came 
to the United States, while the returns 
for June of this year will show at least 
80,000. 
May, which is always alarge 
immigration month, showed this year 
an increase of 20,000 over a year ago. 
The people now coming, according 
to the New York Post, are very differ­ 
ent from those of a few decades ago. 
German and Irish immigration is now 
comparatively small, while the Italians, 
Poles and Slavs are making their way 
here in large numbers. At the port of 
New York alone in May 13,000 Italians 
arrived, of whom 10,000 were mules. 
The Poles numbered 5,000, the Irish 
5,500, the Germans 3,000, the Scandi­ 
navians 2,500 and the Slavs 2,000. 
The immigrants from Europe in June 
of this year divide along religious lines 
as follows: Six thousand four hundred 
and twenty-eight Protestants, 31,360 
Roman Catholics, 925 Greek Catholics, 
3,163 Israelites, 5 Mohammedans and 9 
who were classed as miscellaneous.

He was troubled with insomnia 
during the voyage, but has now recov­ 
ered and Monday night he had a re­ 
freshing sleep 
The prisoner was suf­ 
fering from dysentery, but it was sligiit 
and then* was every reason to believe he 
would rapidly recuperate. 
Mat tin* ,v found his brother in good 
spirits and buoyed up by the necessity 
of mastering all his strength for the 
coming ordeal and by the hope that at 
least he would have justice dom* him. 
He was extremely reserved as to his life 
on Devil’s island, which had left an in­ 
delible impression aud remains in ins 
memory as a horrible nightmare. 
He declared his brain was almost reel­ 
ing in the face of the massof documents 
and explanations Maitres Demange aud 
Labori were bringing out regarding the 
extraordinary machinations of his ene­ 
mies and the persevering devotion of 
his friends. 
Dreyfus was astounded 
and grateful for their self-sacrifice. This 
feeling was particularly strong as re­ 
gards Colonel Pioquart.whom he hardly 
remembered, and the story of whose 
oersecuriou had profoundly moved him. 
Captain Dreyfus was unable to talk 
freely with ins brother, owing to the 
presence of the officer, who was under 
instructions to be present at all inter­ 
views between the prisoner aud mem­ 
bers of his family. 
This arrangement 
wa* a terrible trial for Madame Dreyfus 
and the rest. 
Only Maitres De Manage and Labori 
were allowed to see Dreyfus privately.

Pratt, United States consul, has taken 
legal action to disprove the alleged in­ 
terview, iii which he was said to have 
promised the Philippine leaders inde­ 
pendence if they would help the United 
States against Si>aiu. 
The story is pub­ 
lished in most circumstantial and de­ 
tailed form in the new edition of John 
Foreman’s book on the Philippines. 
Consul Pratt has sued the publishers 
in Singapore for libel on the ground 
that tile story of the Aguinaldo-Piatt 
interview is false and is moreover in­ 
jurious. 
Tne supreme court of the Straits Set­ 
tlements 
has granted an 
injunction 
against the publishers, Messrs. Kelly 
aud Walsh, limited. 
The court finds that the story of the 
interview is false and libelous aud the 
further publishing thereof is prohibited 
by order of tile court. 
This injunction is valid throughout 
the Straits Settlements. 
Further pro­ 
ceedings of a formal nature will be re- i 
quired to extend it to ail British ter­ 
ritory. 
Consul Pratt intends to carry his j 
suits to the United States. 
He will 
bring action against a number of paper* 
of the United States aud will endeavor 
to show thut the telegrams published 
in the same were the output of an anti- 
American bureau existing in Hongkong, 1 
which has done much toward injuring ' 
the good name of the consular service in 
the Orient.

Theodore Sternberg, 
paymaster in 
the United States army, writing from 
Iloilo, P. I., under date of May 20, to 
the Washington Post, says: 
Four thousand enlisted 
men have 
petitioned Washington to be allowed to 
try their fortunes here. 
This, in my 
opinion, will prove a happy solution of 
the Philippine question. 
A brief his­ 
tory of what led to 
this 
important 
movement is as follows: 
One evening la^t October, while din­ 
ing at the English hotel at Manila, I 
overheard some artillerymen of the As­ 
tor battery express a wish to remain in 
these islands. 
It occurred to me that 
others 
might 
be quite of the same 
mind, and it was suggested that th**se 
men undertake to find out how many 
soldiers wished to try civil life in the 
Philippines. 
A 
preliminary 
meeting 
was held at the quarters of the Astor 
battery, which brought the matter to 
public notice, but the battery was or­ 
dered home 
before anything definite 
could be accomplished. 
Twelve men of 
the. command made application to be 
discharged at Manila, but there was no 
time for their requests to be acted up­ 
on. Another meeting was held at which 
603 enlisted men expressed a desire to 
remain. 
Then came the symptoms of 
the outbreak, and the men were held 
in quarters and could not meet in pub­ 
lic 
m eeting, 
and the campaign fol­ 
lowed. 
It may be the effects of our pioneer 
blood, 
hut it is true 
that the real 
American loves to try new lands and 
loves to plant the institutions which 
develop strong, self reliant men, capa­ 
ble of m aintaining a republican gov­ 
ernment and, I verily believe, capable 
cf teaching the races inhabiting these 
islands. But, in my judgm ent, the les­ 
son must take the form of a plain ob­ 
ject lesson by doing here just what the 
American pioneers did at home— name­ 
ly, cultivate the soil, make a home, 
adorn it, establish public schools, build 
meeting houses organize debating so­ 
cieties, and, in short, rear American 
children in the Am erican way to be­ 
come American citizens. 
The natives w ill speedily come out of 
the slough cf ignorance, and coining 
generations w ill be good American c iti­ 
zens, 
because I folly believe in our 
American plan of life as being adapted 
to all people in all climes. I have aided, 
so far as I can, this movement of our 
private soldiers who wish to try what 
the ordinary everyday American can 
do iu the tropics. 
I have been a pioneer m yself and 
still feel the pulsations of pioneer life. 
Many of the private soldiers, giving 
their reason for believing that they can 
do manual labor in this clim ate, argue 
that they are doing more and harder 
physical labor as soldiers than they ever 
did 
w hile working on an American 
farm, lf they can stand army life here. 
they are sure they could manage their 
own little farms. 
“ W e don’t have to 
work from ll a. rn. to 2 p. rn.,” said 
one. “ for we have 12 months to work 
in and not six, as in our mother couu 
try. 
The American private soldier’s an­ 
swer to the oft repeated statem ent that 
white men cannot labor in the tropics 
as we do, I do not know that men of 
the stamp of our 
American farmers 
have ever tried to, so that an Am eri­ 
can who does at least a part of his labor 
him self has yat to be tried. 
The bed 
rock of oar American institntions is 
that it is honorable to work with your 
own hands I believe that the future of 
the orient is to be worked out thus. 
When the natives of these islands come 
to feel that labor is honorable in the 
way we Americans understand it, they 
w ill bless to the remotest tim e the 1st 
of May aud the com ing of the Am eri­ 
can people. 
The volunteers here who wish to re 
main think they should be mustered 
out here on precisely the same terms as 
is the soldier who re-enlists. The wish 
of those soldiers has evidently beeu con­ 
sidered by the government aud their 
desires measurably granted by general 
order 54. war 
department, adjutant 
general’s office, ss published in circular 
22, Eighth Army corps, April 21, 1899 
Volunteers whose service has been hon­ 
est aud faithful aud who wish to re­ 
main in the Philippines may be mus­ 
tered out here and w ill receive in sash 
the travel allowance from San Fran­ 
cisco to place of enlistm ent and at any 
tim e within a year w ill be furnished 
free transportation from here to Sen 
Francisco 
This gives a year for the 
soldier to try how he likes it and is of 
great value. 
But the soldier who re­ 
enlists gets travel allowance in cash 
from this point to his place of enlist­ 
m ent 
Travel pay to enlisted men is 
one day ’s pay aud 80 cents for subsist­ 
ence for every 20 m iles from point of 
discharge to place of enlistm ent. 
This 
will average 1500 to the men and is 


quit*' an inducement tor?e-enfist. 
u n ­ 
it rtnnately it is not certain when the 
country will be quiet enough for men 
to go into the country and 
tIe down. 
It may be moi'* than a year before that 
tak*^ place. 
Ho the soldier who wishes 
to-day m ayb e compelled to re-enlist, 
but he is confronted with this obstacle— 
he must re-enlii-t for three years. Before 
the three years elapse the regiment is 
likely to be ordered to the States, and 
he must go with it 
The only remedy 
is to change the order, permitting the 
soldier to be discharged in the event of 
the regiment being ordered home be­ 
fore his term of enlistment expires. My 
awn idea is that the privilege to be 
mustered 
out here. the m e year in 
which to retnrn to the States, is under 
present conditions of little value and 
will not aid any of our soldiers except 
those who go into mercantile pursuits. 
The home builder is left cut. 
T{ie re­ 
quirement to re enlist for three years 
is only to maintain the army and has 
nothing in it particularly beneficial to 
the miner or agriculturist who w ish e s 
to stay in tile Philippines. 
I believe that each man who is in 
earnest to help develop these islands is* 
of more value in dollars and cents to 
our country than is a soldier. 
That it • 
is better business to aid the pioneer 
and put hiiu on his feet financially than 
to add another soldier to the army. 
In 
short, that* full travel pay, paid to de- \ 
serving men who settle here is better i 
for the States than when given as a 
premium for re-enlistment. 
I find att­ 
er speaking to men who wish to re- 
I 
main here that the order referred to is 
regarded by them as not being an en­ 
couragement to permanent settlement, 
but as an attempt to use tile wish for 
the mere purpose of holding them in 
the army. 
I think they are not quite ' 
correct in that view, but it is the way j 
the soldiers ta k e it. 
Some of the fields open to enterprises 
are the entire line of citrous fruits of 
the best improved varieties, orang* s, ; 
lemons, etc.— those here are seedlings ! 
and not very 
good—d ives and figs. 
in short, all the subtropical fruits and 
lints of the better sort. 
Strawberries 
and raspberries grow wild in the moun­ 
tains, but are unknown in the markets, 
and these industries are open. 
I am 
sure that locations can be found where 
th** peach, apricot, plum, pear, apple 
arid grape can be grown with profit 
Gnions would be well worth planting, 
'blier** are elevations where the Irish 
potato can fie grown. 
The shipment of 
two shiploads of mules and horses from 
San 
Francisco, 
which 
have arrived 
safely, with the animals in excellent 
er udition, opens the way to improving 
the c a t t l e cf the islands and making 
them of great value. 
But I am not going over the possi 
bilbies 
I am only calling attention to 
a few of these openings for Americana 
without much capital and in which 
they can make Indues for themselves 
aud benefit the natives.

Harvard men who have been favored 
with a view of the H arvard crew ’s rac­ 
ing m achine are enthusiastic over it 
They proclaim the new shell to be the 
fastest ever built and say it will give 
an advantage to the crew of fully half 
a minute in four miles. 
W illiam Blaikie, stroke of the H ar­ 
vard crew of ’66. has been the prime 
mover in the construciton of the new 
craft, on which expert mechanics have 
been at work night and day since June 
2 in the Harlem river shop of M. F 
Davis, in New York. The old Harvard 
stroke has had the shell patterned as 
far as possible after the boat used by 
bis winning crew in 1866, which was 
considered an important factor in gain 
ing the victory over Yale. 
The plans 
drawn by R. C. 
Watson, H arvard’s 
coach in 1896. have also been used. 
In the latter part of May Mr. Blaikie 
took the plans of the Watson shell to 
Clinton H 
Crane, a young Harvard 
man and a naval architect of New 
York, who expressed his readiness to do 
anything to help bis college win 
Fol­ 
lowing the Elliott lines, but narrowing 
them, as Blaikie had done with his boat 
in 1866, he made a model for a shell to 
be 21 inches wide and 69 feet long, and 
he said that it coaid be demonstrated 
that such a boat would be 12 seconds 
faster in four miles than the shell used 
by Yale today, which is 23 inches wide 
by 63 feet long, the weight being equal 
There would also be still greater gain 
in speed, according as the weight of the 
new boat could be reduced, and as it is 
at least 50 pounds lighter than the Yale 
shell this means fully 20 seconds addi­ 
tional advantage in the four miles, says 
the New York Sun 
On account of the night and day 
work the shell will cost $925 instead of 
$700 The money was raised in an hour 
and a half by Blaikie. John Greenough, 
the milionaire banker, at once drew a 
check to bind the contract fcr the boat, 
and the rest of the money was prom pt­ 
ly subscribed 
by President 
Edward 
King of the Union Trust company, H 
McKim Twombly, Robert Bacon of J 
Pierpont 
Morgan 
Sc Co., 
President 
French of the M anhattan Trust com­ 
pany, C. C. Beaman of Evarts, Choate 
Sc Beaman, Charles Clark, R. D. W in­ 
throp and others. 
The new boat is 69 feet long over all 
and 21 inches wide, while the shells 
heretofore used by both Harvard and 
Yale are 63 feet long and 23 inches in 
width 
Instead of the usual sheathing 
of Spanish cedar, three-sixteenths of an 
inch in thickness, the boat’s sheathing 
is only one-sixteenth of an inch. 
Not 
only has the wood been chemically 
treated so as to be impervious to water, 
but it is also lined with a waterproof 
membrane, a novelty in racing shells. 
There is scarcely a screw or a nail used 
in the construction of the boat. Instead 
of the old fashioned cockpit of cedar, 
five-eighths of an inch thick and 4 
inches high, this boat has one made of 
the thinnest aluminium. 
And this, in­ 
stead of being vertical, is tam ed o u t­ 
ward aud downward, and is farther 
protected by a light wooden strip, m ak­ 
ing it still harder for water to enter 
The outriggers are Davis' latest de­ 
vice in that direction. The old sort not 
only bent downward when the stroke 
was applied with great force, but the 
thole pin, which caught the brunt of 
the stroke, always yielded somewhat 
This outrigger aud its thole pin are ab­ 
solutely rigid, being made of hollow 
metal, at once light and strong 
The 
cockswain is packed away as near the 
bottom of the boat as possible, a plan 
never before tried. 
There are two skags instead of one. 
both made of the finest steel; the or­ 
dinary one nuder the cockswain's seat 
and another one under the seat of the 
bow oar 
The advantage is manifest 
They not only act as centerboards by 
making the boat stiff and steady, bat 
also. when the wind is on the quarter, 
they prevent her from paying off and 
keep her true on the course. The sliding 
seats are not only fitted exactly to the 
oarsmen, but they are mounted on rails 
of vulcanized rubber, which are neither 
horizontal, nor do they slope upward 
at one end only 
They rise about half 
an inch at each end, so aiding tbs seat 
over the dead point when traveling ei­ 
ther way, yet checking a tendency to 
retard the boat's action as the men 
shoot their oars out aft to take the 
stroke 
The trestlework, cross braces 
and the light, low keelson combine to 
give her great strength and lightness, 
tieing of the finest m aterial 
Perhaps 
the most remarkable feature in the new 
boat’s designs in the eyes of experts is 
the unusual distance aft to which her 
fullness bas been carried. Builder Davis 
bas turned out 
a racing machine 
which, from the fineness of ber lines 
and from her marvelous lightness, bids 
fair to be the fastest eight oared shell 
ever built.

Ohio was admitted into the Union 
Feb. 39, 1808, the first in this century. 
Nine counties were organized previous 
to its admission as a state. 
At the fir-t 
session of the state legislature March. 
1803. af Chillicothe, eight new counties 
were organized, the date of the act for 
the establishment of Columbiana county 
being March 25. 1808. 
The boundary 
line of this county at this early day in* 
J eluded 
the greater part 
of Carroll

county, and its present county Beat, Car­ 
rollton, and also the greater part of 
Stark county to the Tuscarawas river, 
including the territory now occupied by 
the wealthy and prosperous cities of 
Alliance, Canton.

the Pennsylvania line, 
including 
what is now* 17 townships, and the loca 
tion of Greater East Liverpool. 
It was

Dr. Cook Tells of His Southern 
Pole Experience.

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J lr. Frederick A. Cook, the Brooklyn 
physician who accompanied the expedi­ 
tion to antarctic regions organized by 
the Belgian government two years ago, 
got home recently on the steamer Bnffon 
fr< rn Rio Janeiro. He was chief surgeon 
and anthropologist of the expedition 
whivh spent two years in the region of 
the so oth pole. 
I here are many inci­ 
dents of the long voyage which Dr. 
Cook w old notdiscnss the other night, 
as they are to appear first over his own 
mime in a scientific publication, says 
the New York Sun. 
“We didn’t start for the pole, and 
we didn t reach it,” he said.

erne?- of observations. 
That we did,

Staten Land of the southern seas on 
Jan. I. 11-98, on the Belgica, a steam 
whaling vessel, built especially for 
navigation in the ice pack. we proceed­ 
ed directly*for Cape Horn.

land was first discovered about 70 years 
ago, and so far as I know had never 
been visited again until we went there. 
At the time it was discovered only the 
outskirts were visited, so that onr visit 
in a sense the first one, for by 
means of the canal we were able to go 
through the land. 
‘ The canal is a full 200 miles long, 
which means the discovery of 400 miles 
ef Lew coast.

In fact, our ves­ 
sel is the first one that ever spent the 
winter in that region.” 
I lie Belgica, after leaving the ice 
pack, proceeded to Punta Arenas, Pata­ 
gonia. 
Dr. Cook spent a long time 
among the South American Indians be­ 
fore starting for home. The expedition 
was commanded by Captain Adrian de 
Ceria che, and it left Antwerp in Au­ 
gust, 1897. 
Captain de Gerlache ex­ 
pected to get to Melbourne in March, 
1898, to replenish his stores, and the 
fact that the Belgica didn’t report there 
gave rise to a fear that she had been 
lost. 
When Dr. Cook left Brooklyn in 
1897, he was engaged to be married to 
a young woman there. She died shortly 
after the expedition left. Dr. Cook did 
not get the news of her death until a 
year later. A letter which had been for­ 
warded from a dozen different places 
finally fell iuto the hands of an Ameri­ 
can missionary at Tierra del Fuego. He 
held it, and fortunately met Dr. Cook 
while he was there aud banded it to 
him. 


RESISTS BULLETS AND FIRE. 


C l a i m s D u d e F o r n M e w S h e a t h i n g 
A f t e r a F r i g a t e T e a t . 
A series of tests of a new “ fireproof 
and armor sheathing'' composition were 
given on grounds adjoining the home 
if the inventor, W. Leonard Foote, in 
brooklyn the other afternoon. 
Several 
men who are interested in the iliven 
tion were present. 
According to a re- 
lort given out. it was shown that a 
thickness of 2 4 inches of sheathing 
would stop bullets from any make of 
ride point blank at muscle velocity. At 
distance of ftO feet a .45 Springfield 
bullet, as well as three Krag Jorgensen 
steel jacketed bullets, were flattened 
against its surface. 
A block of spruce 8 by 9 by ll, 
weighing five pounds; a block of oak 
2 H by 8 by ll, weighing six pounds, 
and a block of the new material 2 *4 by 
8 by ll, weighing six pounds, had each 
been immersed in water 30 hours. The 
spruce block showed a displacement of 
50 per cent and the oak and Foote ma­ 
terial 75 per cent each. 
These three 
blocks, according to the report, were 
placed side by side in a brick furnace 
of three sections, the new material be­ 
ing in the center, where it won Id get 
the most beat. The furnace, according I 
to the New York Son. was then filled 
with weald chips saturated with tor- J 
peutine aud oil. 
The time was taken 
and a light was applied to the fuel at 4 
p. rn. An attendant was kept busy fill­ 
ing the furnace with fresh fuel for a 
period of three hours, when it was dis­ 
covered that the block of spruce had 
been 
entirely consumed. 
Forty-five 
minutes later not a vestige of the oak 
remained, while at the end of five 
hours, with the center section of the 
furnace still blazing fiercely, the new 
material, it is declared, was absolutely 
intact and bad lost but a few ounces in 
weight by evaporation. 
Its original 
shape had not been distorted. 
In addition tu all this, the inventor 
asserts that the sheathing is self closing 
after penetration, and that it is soft to 
the touch audcapableof taking a hand­ 
some finii-h.

Immigration to the United States is 
increasing rapidly. 
In the month of 
Jane last year only 17,000 aliens came 
to the United Ntates, while the returns 
for J nne of this year will show at least 
80,000. 
May, which is always a large 
immigration mouth, showed this year 
an increase of 20,000 over a year ago 
The people now coming, according 
to the New York Post, are very differ­ 
ent from those of a few decades aga 
German and Irish immigration is now 
comparatively small, while the Italians, 
Poles and Slavs are making their way 
here in large numbers. 
At the port of 
New York alone in May 18,000 Italians 
arrived, of whom 10,000 were males. 
The Poles numbered 5,000, the Irish 
5,500, the Germans 8,000, the Scandi­ 
navians 2,500 aud the Slavs 2,000. 
The immigrants from Europe in June 
of this year divide along religions lines 
as follows: Six thousand four hundred 
and twenty-eight Protestants, 81,800 
Roman Catholics, 925 Greek Cat holloa, 
8,108 israelites, 5 Mohammedans and 9 
who were clanned as miscellaneous.
